Shenandoah, Pa., Aug. 7.—William 
Stein, the state mine inspector for the 
Shenandoah 
region, 
announces that 
five collieries under his jurisdiction 
which have an estimated total value 
of $1,500,000 have been rendered use­ 
less by reason of having been flooded 
and have been permanently abandon­ 
ed, 
Four of them—Bear Run. East 
Bear Ridge. Kohineer and Preston No. 
3—belong to the Philadelphia & Read­ 
ing Coal and Iron company, and he 
places their value at about $300,000 
each. 
The other colliery Is the la w ­ 
rence and is owned by the Shafer es­ 
tate of Pottsville and also represents 
about $300,000. 
Mr. Stein estimates 
that out of the thirty-six collieries in 
his district, only fourteen are in con 
dition for Immediate operation lf the 
strike were ended. The others are In 
such a condition that It would require 
anywhere from one to four months to 
clear them of w’ater and make repairs. 
He said the average time would be 
about two months. The abandonment 
of the five collieries will compel 2,000 
mine workers to seek employment in 
other parts of the region, and they 
may have trouble in finding It if the 
thousands of men who have left the 
region during the strike should return. 
This condition of affairs, the mine in­ 
spector said. Is a serious matter not 
only with the companies, but also with 
the men. 
After the strike shall have 
been ended most of the workmen will 
hake to remain in Idleness for another 
period of time until the collllerles are 
placed in working condition. 
In the 
coalfields south of here Mr. Stein said 
the situation is about as bad. 
But in 
the Wyoming and Lackawanna region 
the mines are in much better cond! 
tion. 
The mine inspector’s statement 
created considerable interest here, as 
it confirmed the belief of some of the 
coal company officials that a full re­ 
sumption of coal mining will not take 
place this year, and in consequence 
the tendency of coal prices will be up­ 
ward rather than downward.

A PASSING INDUSTRY 


Mn n ii ('Actu ret** Alarmed At 
Disap* 
pea ranee*- of White Auh. 
Indianapolis, 
Aug.

pearance of white ash from Indiana is 
causing no end of worry among manu­ 
facturers 
of buggy wheels and ax- 
haiidles. 
The wood is the only ma­ 
terial that can be used for this pur­ 
pose, ami no metal ean be substituted. 
The supply is getting so low that the 
manufacturers < annot see their way 
clear. Secretary Freeman of the state 
forestry board 
has 
been 
compiling 
lata which he will present to the prop­ 
er officials in an effort to get the state 
to enter the business of raising white 
a*h on its own hook. 
The trouble is 
that farmers, after they have sold the 
white ash from their farms, have not 
replanted the land. 
When one con­ 
siders that 75,t'»0 cords of the wood 
are used in Indiana annually, It does 
not require long to see where It has 
a1! gone to or to realize that something 
must tie done forthwith or there will 
be no mon’ whit*' ash industry in Indi­ 
ana. 
Th** ash grows best in the west­ 
ern part of the state, and Secretary 
Freeman wishes the state to purchase 
wast** lands there and replant them 
in the timber. This plan has been fol­ 
lowed with moderate success In New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, he says. 
It 
is safx to conclude that It would meet 
with better results In Indiana, for the 
land here is better suited for growing 
the ash, he thinks. Anot her beneficial 
result will be that farmers and capi­ 
talists will become interested in the 
project lf they see the state taking the 
Initiative, and in the end It will mean 
the perpetuaton of the ax-handle and 
buggy wheel manufacturies in Indiana. 
It will require ten years for the trees 
planted now to make a showing, but 
Secretary Freeman believes they can 
manage to scrape along somehow until 
then.

The question lins often been asktd, 
“Who was the most loud voiced man 
of history?” 
The answer usually is 
that it was Stentor, of whom Homer 
says his voice was as loud as that of 
fifty other men combined and from 
which we fret the phrase “stentorian 
voiced.” But we have record of two 
historic “shriekers” anterior to Homer. 
AVe read where Simeon ami Levi fought 
against the twelve men of the city of 
Salton and that Levi beheaded one 
man with his own sword. In chapter 
SS verse 41. of til*' book n forced to the 
story is related in the following words: 
“And the s.e.is cf Jacob seeing that 
they could not prevail over the twelve, 
Simeon gave a loud and tremenduus 
shriek, and the eleven remaining men 
were stunned by the awful shrift.' 
In chapter 39. same book, verse 19, 
we find the follow ing account of the 
battles of the sons of Jacob with the 
inhabitants of the city of Gnash. 
It 
seems tis though the battle was infill in 
the front and in the rear and that Hie 
warriors on the wall were throwing 
spears and hurling stones upon the 
sons of Jacob. What next occurred, na 
related in chapter and verse above 
cited, is recorded in these words: 
“And Judah, seeing that Hie men of 
Gnash were getting too heavy for 
them, gave a piercing and tremendous 
shriek, and all the men of Gnash were 
terrified at Judah’s cry, and men fell 
from the wall at the sound of his pow­ 
erful shriek, and all those that were 
without as well as those within the 
city were gr* ally afraid of their lives.”
